1 . Claims 1 -8, 1 0-23 and 24-30 are allowed. Claims 1,4,7,12,17, 24, and 27 are 
independent. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 24 has been rewritten in independent form including al of the limitations of 
the base claim 23, now canceled. Claim 24 was indicated allowable if written in 
independent form. 

Claim 24 is allowable over Kobayashi et al. (Japanese Publication No. 04- 
071 1 58) because Kobayashi et al. does not teach the step of "positioning a 
photodetector in relation to the lamp and heating light source to receive light from the 
lamp and heating source by way of a document". The device of Kobayashi et al. 
employing the lamp (cold-cathode fluorescent lamp 4) and the heating light source (LED 
8) is a lighting device (see Figs. 1-5). 

Claims 25 and 26 depend on claim 24. 

Claims 1-8, 10-22 and 27-30 were allowed in the previous Office action dated 
May 21, 2010.
